INQUIRIES SHOW 
MANY PLANNING 
~~ TO SETTLE HERE 


Revival of Interest Noted in Britain 
Among Prospective Emigrants 


There is undoubted evidence of a 
revival of interest in many parts of 
Great Britain in the prospects for 
emigration to Canada. Enquiries are 
increasing daily at the official Do- 
minion and Provincial bureaus -and 
at the offices of the transportation 
companies. What proportion of those 
enquiring is really suitable for life in 
Canada or is likely to fulfil the. re- 
quirements, which the Dominion ex- 
pects to find in her new settlers, is 
another matter. 

In connection with child emigration, 
it is understood that representations 


were made to Hon. W. S. ‘Fielding, 
Canadian Federal Minister of Finance, 
while here, concerning the advisa- 
bility of granting allowances for 
children travelling with their parents 
instead of limiting such assistance to 
children travelling under other aus- 
pices. The minister, it is understood, 
was tfavorably impressed with the 
idea, 

It is interesting to observe South 
Africa’s propagandist policy here. 
But, briefly, South Africa invites 
none except those ‘with. money. Her 
advertisements for men with, say, 
£2,000 capital appear broadcast over 
the United Kingdom, -the result to 
date -being that in 18 months /she 
has attracted settlers possessing an 
Aggregate of £2,000,000. South 
Africa also has done exceptionally 
well in attracting ex-officers of the 
Indian army on similar lines to the 
scheme inaugurated ‘by British Col- 
umbia. A flourishing colony of ex- 
naval officers is rapidly developing in 
the Sunday River district, Province 
of Cape of Good Hope. The labor 
problem of ‘South Africa is of course 
vastly different from the situation in 
Canada. Also the dominant national- 
ist sentiment has to be considered. 
These two factors have resulted in 
the Union of South Africa virtually 
shutting the door, against raw labor 
from Great Britain. ‘ 
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the evening’s discussion that officials 
and ranks of U.F.A: are attracted by 
the prospects,of shipping Alberta 
wheat westward ‘instead of eastward 
aud thus “breaking the stranglehold 
of the Winnipeg.grain exchange” as 
more than one’ speaker expressed it. 
The umdercurrent of opinion very 
manifest in the U.F.A. as represented 
here, is antagonism to the U.G.G. in- 
fluence in the. ranks of the U.F.A.. 
Want to Know Why 

Dissatisfaction ‘was “made in no 
uncertain'tones from the convention 
fldor that the projected wheat board 
of 1922 did not function. Leaders of 
the provincial government were criti- 
cized somewhat mildly for allowing 
the matter to drop simply “because 
Jim Stewart refused lto act as chair- 
man.” FF. W. Smith, Sedgewick; F. 
W. Harris, Oyen, gave vent to senti- 
ments of the nature, and hoped the 
same result ‘would not occur in 1923. 

Rice Sheppard, Strathcona, thought 
they were chasing a shadow of the 
wheat board question and advocated 
setting up machinery for the volun- 
tary cooperative pool with the pri- 
mary object of shipping Alberta grain 
via the coast route... 

President Wood was called to the 
front when a.delegate asked why the 
farmers did mot get_the wheat board 
in 1922 Mr. Wood says there were 
several reasons, but confessed he was 
unable to put his jfinger on the funda- 
mental one. Mainly he blamed the 
dominion legislation.as faulty, oiting 
the objections of Jim Stewart, to the 
chairmanship on these grounds. He 
went ion to advocate the compulsory 
board as the great “democratic” ob- 
jective. In customary strain; he add- 
‘ed much along the line of the need of 
“changed systems” and the opposition 
of “organized plutocracy.” “I don’t 
know whether we can get 2 practical 
wheat board or not, ‘but we can try,” 
he stated, going on to point out the 
advisability of the three provinces 
joining in the board, but urging as an 
alternative the formation of an all- 
Alberta board with-the object of di- 
verting the flow of- grain westward 
from its present trend eastward. 

“What was your reason for not 
taking the chairmanship.of the pro- 
posed wheat board,” a delegate asked 
of President Wood. “Was it the 
same as Jim Stewart’s?’ 

Taken By Surprise 

Somewhat taken by surprise Mr. 
Wood amidst laughter said his reason 
was ‘that he “didnit know anything 
about it.” . 

E. J. Garland, M.P. for Bow River, 
charged that the Liberal government 
at Ottawa did not show any willing- 
ness to give a wheat board, but he 
thought if an united front was pre- 
sented by the western progressive 
members and the governments of ‘the 
three prairie provinces, it would 
greatly help matters this session. 

Addresses were heard at night from 
G. W. Hincks of the Amfutation asso- 
-clation of war veterans of Canada, 
Mr. Kinney, of ‘the Fort William sam- 
ple market and produce exchange, and 
delegate O'Sullivan for the “Workers’ 
Party of Canada.” 

The latter appeared on the platform 
with a somewhat suspicious looking 
bandage on his forehead and after 
casual remarks about labor presenting 
a “united front” Hke the farmers, 
openly asked ithe support of the U.F. 
A. against the use of police in the 
Edmonton coal strike. He claimed 
the police had beaten defenceless wa- 
men and asked the convention to pro- 


jtest to the government against this 


violence. His appeal was listened 
to in silence. j 
Endorse the Plea 

The convention warmly endorsed 
the plea of Mr. Hincks for assisting 
in the placing of war veterans, hav: 
Ing suffered (amputation, in congenial 
occupation, preferably In the civil ser. 
vice of Canada. It was said there 
were 4,000 members of 'the association 
in Canada. 

Financial matters stirred the air 
of the convention for an hour or 80 
Tuesday afternoon, ‘when the treas- 
urer’s reports were received. F. H. 
Herbert, Strathcona, in guarded terms 
said members in the north especially 
were dissatisfied with the higher 


membership ifees of the U.F.A. and did |. 


not feel that service and results com- 
mensurate with this cost were being 
obtained. ; 

In 1918, with a central expenditure 
of $17,000 and an Office ‘staff of four, 
membership was increased 10,000; 
last year with a central. staff of 21 
and an expenditure of $25,000 there 
was 9 loss of almost half the member- 
ship. . 
Must Lower Expenses 

“We must cut down expenditure,” 
he exclnimed amidst applauso from 
all-parts of the house, Other speak- 
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'rs* took sidesin, the’ controversy, i 
being admitted. ‘that | the. U.FVA. 
newspaper which’ ‘cost’ ‘the. associa- 
tion $16,506.00 over. and, above/ the 
$16,964 received for advertising, was 
costly factor in ithe 1922 expenditure, 
Secretary Higginbotham was pointed 
out as one who should take a lower 
salary, but, eventually, on the under: 


standing that the question would’ be 
taken up later, a miotiom of confidence 
was given the central ‘office heads. 

Amendments, to the constitution, 
which called for a general overhaul, 
were begun durifg ‘the evening, the 
sonvention refusing to allow. U.G.G. 
locals ito be “fraternal” members, of 
the U.F.A. unless. they paid the 
regular U.F.A. dues and joined -as 
regular members. 


Government Answers 


During the afternoon the reply of 
the provincial government to the 
grist of 1922 resolutions submitted 
to them for consideration was read, 
this comprising the announcement 
of Attorney-generak Brownlee that 
the report of Professor McGibbon 
on his finandial survey ‘had ‘been re- 
velved. Mainly the voluminous’ reply 
of the provindial government was 
that nearly all the matters dealt 
with by resolution’ were “under con- 
sideration.” One answer of. Mr. 
Brownlee’s stated that the Alberta 
alection act would be completely 
revised at an early date. Also re- 
distribution of the Beaver River and 
St. Paul constituencies would be -on- 
sidered ibefore another election. -

“OF PUBLIC UTILITY 
BOARD UNDER LAW 


‘Attorney General Brownlee 
Forecast of Some Legislation 
- at Session

Complete revision.‘of the present 
Public ‘Utility. Act, as forecast ‘some 
time ago will be undertaken at the 
‘6ession of ‘the Aflberta legislature, 
which opens next Tuesday in Edmon- 
ton. This was the statement’ made 
in Calgary Thursday morning by 
Attorney-General, J. "E. Brownlee. 

The Public Utility Board will have 
its nowers enlarged to embrace those 
of the local government board of Sas- 


katchewan, which, is modeled on the 


lines of: local government boards in 
England. This will mean a large in- 
crease of the work of ‘the board, as it 
will ‘have authority to intervene and 
settle disputes of almost any nature 
between mumicipalities and corpora- 
tions. : 

In consequence, the personnel of the 
board undoubtedly will be increased, 
and it probably will be supplied with 
engineering and inspection branches. 

With referenre to tntervention in 
such disputes as those between the 
Canadian Western Natural Gas, Light, 
Heat & Power Company and the cities 
of Calgary and Lethbridge, Mr. Brown- 
lee said it would not be the intention 
in revising the act that the Public 
Utility Board would have authority to 
override and alter existing contracts 
between corporations and cities. The 
act would "be amended, however, su 
that there could be no question of the 
power of the board to intervene and 
adjudicate a dispute over rates where 
an application for the settlement of 
such a dispute was made jointly by 
the cities and the corporation.

The openings at the feet 
‘and neck are sewn up, only one hole 
being Jeft open for pouring in and 
arawing‘outthe water, wine or other 
liquid carried. Owing, however, to 
the effect of the sun's heat, which 
would crack the skins, these primitive 
bottles have to be smeared with ofl 
or grease. 

When the bottle market {is being 
held, the sight of all these inflated 
skins lying in rows on the ground is 
very curious, and gives the {mpres- 
stons of hundreds of animals. on 
thelr backs with their legs in the 
alr.

LOCAL PATRIOTISM 


There is a certain professor in 
Eastern Canada who has got himself 
into trouble by accusing his fellow 
citizens of a ‘want of local patriotism. 
He says ithey have no real or worthy 
pride in their own city or district, 
and that this want of local patriotism 
is general throughout the Dominion. 
This is rather a new idea and pos- 
sibly wonth some consideration. 

In tho ifirst place, what is local 
patriotism? It is certainly not a mere 
habit of bragging about one’s own 
town on every possible occasion and 
indulging in vague general compari- 
sons between it and other ittowns to 
the detirment of the latter; nor does 
it consist in trying to obtain all the 
leading positions in tthe town, either 
for ‘their emoluments, if they have 
any, or for social prestige. Local 
patriotism, like national patriotism, 
in the best sense, is a love of one’s, 
city or district for its own sake and 
a willingness ‘to serve it im such 
capacity as may best contribute to 
its welfare, even though such ser- 
vice involves trouble and _ sacrifice. 
It means giving ‘thought and study to 
the locality, its history in the past, 
its present position, its prospects for 
the future, and thereafter trying to 
get the very best out of the place 
from every standpoint, trying to see 
that the municipal government is as 
efficient and harmonious as possible, 
that all healthy ‘kinds of social activ- 
ities are carried on as fully as pos- 
sible, and that individual citizens in 
difficulties or trouble receive such 
help or sympathy as is most accept- 


able. In shont, it means an unselfish 
devotion to the well being of the 
community. 


In the next place comes the ques- 
tion of ithe truth of the worthy pro- 
fessors suggestion. It may be that 
there is a certain amount of truth in 
it. Ours is a new country, especially 
in the West which thas ‘hardly existed 
for a full generation in any settled 
state. There ‘thas not yet perhaps 
been time for-traditions of loyalty and 
common service to grow up. Our 
population is largely a floating one. 


from place to place. Inevitably at 
first their thoughts are directed to 
the establishment of ‘their own -husi- 
mess position, and time is lacking 
often. for them to give much atten- 
tion to ‘the affairs of the town, where 
they may be either mewcomers or 
have no very ifixed intention of stay- 
ing long. Under such conditions it is 
rather: sunprising, we venture to 
think; creditable, that our communi- 
ties of different kinds have attained 
such comparative efficiency and suc- 
cess as they have done. 

Still, if there is an excuse for our 
not having progressed further in this 
respect as yet, that does not mean 
that. we can be satisfied with things 
as they are. Individualism may be 
inevitable for a time. It ought notto 
be a:permanent state of things. The 
more we can cultivate a genuine 
sense of common interest and com- 
mon action, ‘the more rapid is likely 
to be our progress. Such common 
interest does mot necessarily bast 
express itself in formal organizations. 
In fact, it is more than possible that 
we have too many formal organiza- 
tions. amd too little of actual sym- 
pathetic co-operation. Banquets mark- 
ed by long and dreary speeches and 
pompous resolutions are not co-oper- 
ation. ‘They are often a useless pre- 
tense of it, and a great waste of 
time, leading people to a self-satisfied 
belief that something is being done, 
whereas in realty tthere is a complete 
absence of solid results. 

It is not possible to law down any 
hard and fast methods by which local 
patriotism can be promoted. Like 
national patriotism, it is a subtle 
thing to be absorbed: haif unconscious- 
ly, perhaps. ,All that can be suggest- 
ed is that broadminded interest and 
unselfish service are its main and 
essential components.

WHY NOT A LOCAL 
MOVING PICTURE INDUSTRY? 


It is said that in California the 
moving picture Industry has become 
the chief and most profiiavle indus- 
try of the State. When the com- 
- paratively recent invention of the 
moving picture is considered, this 
growth is a remarkable one. Pre- 
sumably the selection of California as 
the chief site of the industry is due 
to two reasons, first, the large amount 
of sunshine prevailing tthere, which 
gives excellent light for taking the 
pictures, and, second, 'the fine scenery 
of the State. It is beyond doubt any- 
how that the majority of the films 
seen in Canada are American produc- 
tions, American in scene and in the 
life they portray. 

Now, this is not as it should be. 
Canada should be quite capable of 
producing its own moving pictures, 
and not need to borrow from the 
States and thereby support a foreign 
industry. ‘We know that a few pic- 
tures have been successfully taken in 
Canada. We rather think that there 
is a moving picture making firm in 
Calgary, but what we are suggesting 
is that this might, and should, be de- 
veloped on a much larger scale and 
that our own city and district of Red 
Deer is eminently suited for the site 
of such an industry. We have abun- 
dant sunshine. We have attractive 
local scenery and a few hours’ run 
on the C.N.R:to the West takes one 
into the finest mountain scenery. We 
have also a great river, which both in 
winter and summer might afford an 
excellent scene for pictures. Those 
who have seen the much talked of 
picture “Way Down Hast” will re 
member that its plot is poor and com- 
monplace to Ithe last degree, and that 
tthe picture's only real claim to attrac- 
tion is based on a fine closing scene 
of a-snow storm and a rescue from 
moving miver ice. Both of these feat- 
ures we could provide here as well as 
anywhere. 

Most of -us were familar fn our 
youth with thrilling tales of sleighing 
parties being pursued by hungry 


wwolves.' | There Was one auch: tale: in

the fugitive sleigh got out from it’and 
fought> the wolves;and’ was torn: to 
bits by them, inorder. ‘to give time for 
the escape of ‘the ‘rest of the: party. 
Why. should not' such a scene bbe filmed 
on the ‘Red Deer river? A ‘well-train- 
ed’ pack of ‘hounds’ could:act as the 
wolves and ‘local people might ‘easily 
represent the fleeing ‘party. Of 
course the hounds. might overact their 
part in their excitement and really at- 
tack the actor representing ‘the faith- 
ful servant, “but perhaps ‘one of our 
less popular citizens might take this’ 
part in case of accident. 

Then what. could be more thrilling 


‘than a picture of. our local police 


force tracking down some of our local 
bootleggers? There might not be 
much movement about this picture, 
but consider the excitement. of it.

: ‘Toronto Globe” 
aE errk from the pen of 

poe E. W. Beatty, K.C., 
Propident 2an2- president of the 
Rallway. Canadian Pacific 
Railway. The article deals in an 
exhaustive manner with the railway 
situation and points the way to a 
correction of the difficulties that 
beset the country dod bar the way to 
national progress. Mr. Beatty draws 
attention to the fact that owing to 
long raiiway hauls over thinly popu- 
lated districts, comparatively high 
freight rates might reasonably be 
expected, which is made apparent 
by the fact that Canada’s _ railway 
mileage is 443 miles per each 100,- 
000 of population as compared with: 
New South Wales, 326 miles; Vic- 
toria, 325 miles; India, 11.5 miles; 
United Kingdom, 61.4 miles, and the 
United States 251 miles. 

This condition of affairs, Mr. 
Beatty points out, is hard on the 
railways, and no less disadvantage- 
ous to the commercial and financial 
life of the Dominion. Money spent 
in hauling the products of industry 
to their place of consumption {fs a 
tax upon production, ue at feast -n 
addition to the cost of production. 
Thus Canada as a land of long rail- 
way hauls stands handicapped in the 
race to become the world’s granary, 
and the development of her domestic 
trade must suffer through ane cost of 
transportation. 
| -The article goes on ts say—the 
railroads of Canada could not rest 
content to see a condition of stagna- 
jtion or arrested development in na- 
tional life. They have not so stood 
aside in the past. Canada has to 
thank the men who planned and built 
her railroads for much of the growth 
that has placed her in her present 
high position among the nations. The 
country must be assured of adequate 
and progressive railway service at a 
‘price equitably based on operating 
costs. It Is neither advisable nor 
‘just that Canadians should forget 
that fact. “When the Canadian Paci- 
fic was built in the face of almost 
mnsurmountable financial and physi- 
eal difficulties, and without any as- 
sured prospect of achieving success, 
it laid the foundation of whatever 
has been, or will be of Canada’s na- 
tional life, and was a national rail- 
Toad in the strongest and best sense 
of the term. So closely are both 
that company and the natfionally- 
owned railroads knit with the fabric 
of national life that there can be no 
divorce of interest and {t fs for that 
reason that the railroads are as anx- 
fous as owners of farm or factory to 
gee low freight rates when consist- 
ent with sound economic administra- 
t4on of the country’s arteries of traf-

What-a Reduction Means, 

As an instance of what a_partial 
reduction in freight rates means 
when it is not accompanied by a 
commensurate reduction in operating 
costs, It {s-significant that an Ottawa 
despatch recently stated that on the 
moving of this year’s Western crops 
the railways of the country had lost 
about $25,000,000 as the result of a 
recent reduction in freight rates. 
This loss was said to be about evenly 
divided between the National lines. 
and the Canadian Pacific. 

Another important factor in con- 
nection with this matter is that of 
labor costs. During 1921 the Can- 
-adian Pacific Railway labor cost was 
53.84 per cent.-of the company’s total 
expenses. Some idea of how im- 
portant this is to the railways may 
‘be gathered from the fact that the 
Canadian Pacific last year employed 
in Canada alone approximately 65,- 
000 men and women, to whom was 
paid a total of about $93,000,000 in 
wages, 

The only way in which net rev- 
enues can be increased Is by increas- 
ing traffic. The sole possible solu- 
tion of this problem is increased 
population, and it is imperative that 
the remedy be applied at once, and 
here again there {s but one solution 
—Iimmigration. The encouragement 
of immigration is national propa- 
ganda In the interests of every tax 
payer and producer in the Dominion. 
Canada's difficulties and problems 
are largely railroad difficulties and 
problems, and experienced railroad 
men are unanimous with economists 

rnd mon of affairs in stating that im- 
migration is the best solution of 
those difficulties. 

Referring sgain to the fact that for 
reasons explained, Canadian railway 
rates might be expected to average 
high among those of the world's 
greatest railway - countries, Mr. 
Beatty points out that a carefully- 
made comparison between’ grain 
rates ruling in this country and 
those of the United States will show 
that in a large number of cases Can- 
ada has a very decided advantage. 
He draws attention to this in order 
to show that {t would be unreason- 
able to expect a further lowering of 
rates until such time as the railways 
of the country are placed in a 
sounder economic position by the es- 
tablishment of a lower ratio of mile- 
age to population by still greater 
economies in operation and by in- 
creased business. 

In substantiation of this fact the 
article quotes figures showing that 
in the case of hauls from seven 
points {n Canada to Fort William or 
Vancouver, as compared, with hauls 
of equal length fram United States 
points to Duluth, Chicago, or Seattle. 
the Canadian rates per hundred 
pounds on wheat are from 2% cents 
to 22% cents lower. These are b::' 
a few instances picked out from 
various points and are typical of . 
general condition. The article fui 
ther shows that Canadian passeng« 
rates are also lower than those of 
the U. S., the one way maximum rate 
per mile being 3.66 cents as agaliust 
3.45 in Canada, the Canadian travel- 
ler having an additional advantage of 
10 per cent. -reduction in return 
fares, and 25 per cent. reduction on 
parties of ten or mere persons tra- 
velling. The article proceeds as

National Aspect of Canadinn Roads. 

With their important foreign con- 
nections and trans-Atlantic and . 
trans-Pacific shipping arrangem-nts, 
Canadian railroads are developing 
Canada’s overseas markets. They: 
are making Canada a toll-road be- 
tween East and West for all the 
world to travel over—a toll-road on 
which Canadian business collects 
most of the tolls, and under the re- 
gulations which the Government has 
made, they are doing their best to 
direct desirable immigrants to our 
shores, The necessity for an imme- 
diate increase in the population of 
this country is so acute that the 
work must not be left to the railways 
alone. The need !s national, and 
the effort to cope with the situation 
must be national. It should not 
even be left to the Government and 
the railroads. Commercial organi- 
zations and business clubs through- 
out the length and breadth of Canada 
have here a patriotic cause worthy 
their best thought and effort, and 
there is no part of Canada so remote, 
nor no community so small as to 
not be directly benefited by the suc- 
cess of a national’campaign for in- 
creased immigration. 

Definite Improvemeni In Sight. 

The railways no less than the 
country, have come through a period 
of years in which organization was 
strained to the utmost, resources tied 
up or diverted to unproductive uses, 
ard the-flow of men and money 
needed for uninterrupted develop- 
ment cut off at its source. It could 
not but take years to start conditions 
moving back towards normal, and 
that we can to-day clearly see a 
definite improvement should be a 
matter for relief as well as encour- 
agement, The year 1922 opencd 
with the trade of the country at low 
ebb, and its early months gave little 
evidence ef any notable improvement. 
As earlier predictions of an abundant 
crep came nearer to real{zation the 
volume of trade-'showed improve- 
ment, and the moyement of generai 
merchandise assumed healthier pro- 
portions. This jn conjunction with* 
a heavy crop movement again straint 
ed the operating facilities of the rail- 
roads, themselves struggling back to 
a pormal standard of equipment 
against the handicap of a most in- 
sistent need for economy. The sit- 
uation was again met with all the 
vigor and enterprise of which the 
railroads were capable, and in the 
case of the Canadian Pacific the total 
grain movement between September 
1 and November 80 was approximate- 
ly 142,800,000 bushels, as against 84,- 
600,000 for the same period in the 
previous year. There ts a reason, 
gays Mr. Beatty, in conclusion, to 
hope that there will be a continu- 
ance of the improved movement of 
frej;sht noted during the latter half 
of the year.

Banks Take ‘Advantage { { 


Delegate Husley, of Edmonton, said 

that the only thing the bankers are 
doing today is taking advantage of 
the condition of the farmers just as 
the farmers take advantage of a poor 
man’s condition 'to buy a horse or a 
cow from him at a price lower than 
the value of the animal merely for the 
sake of obtaining a bargaim . ‘He 
urged the delegates to treat other men 
ag brothers, not to exploit them. 
- George Bevington, of“ Winterburn, 
the seconder of theresolution, gave a 
long. explanation of how the proposed 
plan would work out, but his methods 
evidently bewildered ‘the farmers, for 
following ‘his,'addtess he was besieged 
with numerous questions on points he 
had made. His answers were not’ al-| 
ways satisfying to the farmers. 

Mr. Bevington, oriticizing the” pres- 
ent banking system, said there were 
two evils existent today, one was the 
monopolistic privileges extended to 
the bankers in that they direct ‘the 
extension of credit. The other that of 
charging interest. If they were elimin- 
ated, Canada would have thé * best 
banking system in the world, he be- 
lieved. 

“The provincial government {s (our 
government, and if it isn’t, we can\ 
make it so,” he said. “We'll make 
this oyr bank and we will become 
bankers and shareholders in this 
good thing, and when the melon is 
cut we will all have a piece.” 

He was not asking for a change in 
the system, exactly; he merely want- 
ed the farmers to do the bankin 
themzelves. No more legislation is 
needed. The government just has to 
start a bank under the Bank Act. 

“Some people want to do all our 
banking for us, but if we unite we 
won’t let them,” ‘he said. 

He app-ared to contradict previous 
statemen‘: by statins that the far- 
mers want to supplant the present 
system by another system. He ‘aid 
there had ‘been no other method sug- 
gested but that would do away with, 
the whole, system. 

“We stand for public ownership; 
especially all things that are  essen- 
tially publicly owned,” he said. . 

He would separate the operation of 
the institution from politics. 

a 


Want Other Provinces In. i 


“We simply ask ‘that each of the 
other provinces undertake to help 
themselves in the same way if they 
need that help,” he said. “We will 
trp and solve our own problems, with 
the other provinces doing the same 
thing. Each province should stand on 
its own feet in this matter. . 

“The present provisions of the Bank 
'Act would prevent politicians from 
, meddling, but through our coftrol of 
the provincial government we would 
control the two essential things , in 
this system; that is, the monopoly on 
credit and the rate of interést. If 
there are reasons why it oannot be 
done, show us and we will listen to 
reason,” he said. 

The avalanche of questions came 
after this address. Some of them 
were satisfactorily answered; _ 
were not. They continued until near- 
ly adjournment time, when it was de- 
cided to cut off the questioners and 
allow the main discussion of the 
resolution to continue.,

FRANCE AND GERMANY 
‘PRACTICALLY AT WAR 


From Economic Viewpoint Situation 
in the Ruhr Distinctly Worse— 
Nothing Will Induce Germany to 
Consider. Resumption: of Payments 
—France Would Go On to Berlin

London,, Jan. 17.—The Beriin gov- 
ernment has _ decided tc expel all 
civilians from Germany and estab- 
lish practically a state of war against 
France, aside from: fighting, accord- 
ing to a dispatch tothe Daily Ex- 
press from the German capital 

The Times’ Dusseldorf correspon- 
dent says that from an economic 
viewpoint the situation in the Ruhr 
is distinctly worse. German deter- 
mination is hardening, and the irrl- 
tation of the population is increasing. 
Officials state. that food prices have 
|risen 50 percent. since the occupa- 
tion, and the requisitioning of hay, 
straw and gasoline is causing great 
hardship. 

Germans Adamant 


The correspondent interviewed 
some of the industrial leaders who 
attended Thursday's 
the French, and they were empnatic; 
in declaring that nothing would. in- 
duce them to change their attitude or 
consider resumption of reparations 
deliveries while ‘the France-Belgian 
troops were in the Ruhr. 

Two trade union leaders, ‘whom the 
correspondent interviewed, said they 
were in closé communication with 
English trade union leaders and would 
refuse to work overtims for the 


employed in England. They express- 
ed indignation at being summoned to 
Duesseldorf to hear “a trifling state- 
‘ment read by a French general,’ and 
declared they would not obey any fur- 
ther summons. 

On the other hand, the French are 
equally .determined to.enforce their 
will, 


Would Go to Berlin 


The correspondent quotes a French 
general as saying there is nothing 
they are not prepared to do.to compel 
the industrialists to abandon their ob- 
stinate attitude. 

“Do -you mean that you would go to 
Berlin?” the correspondent asked. 

““Most certainly, we will. go to Ber- 
lin, if necessary,” the official replied 
serfously. The writer concludes: 

“France and Germany have met in 
a stern contest of wilis, and the tem- 
per of both sides is rising. ‘Short of 
an open conflict, the sifuatian could
